e Aggregator metadata titles: Online newspaper aggregators include metadata 
for each newspaper item indexed in their collections. This metadata includes 
a line which assigns a name to the newspaper from which the item was 
imaged. 


e Masthead titles: The name of the newspaper as it appears on the masthead 
at the top of the front page of the newspaper. 


e Running titles: The name of the newspaper as it appears at the top of each 
page of the newspaper subsequent to the front page. Historically the 
presence of the running title is omitted by some newspaper publishers. 


In the preparation of volumes 5A through 29A, aggregator metadata titles were 
cited in bibliographical entries in the endnotes. Beginning with volume 30A, the 
titles cited are masthead titles. As a caveat, it should be noted that there are 
often substantial differences between aggregator metadata titles and masthead 
titles.
